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City s War On 
Poverty May Stop 


After about a week of in- 
decision and panic the Anti- 
Poverty program is in full swing 
again in San Francisco, but for 
how long nobody knows, The 
new funds for the program were 
withheld by regional director 
for the OEO (Office of Economic 
Opportunity) Daniel M, Luevano, 

Luevano had withheld the 
funds from San Francisco be- 
cause the EOC (Economic Op- 
portunity Council) had refused 
to recognize guideline memos 
23 and 24 from EOE, Memo 
23 relating to personnel prac- 
tices and limiting salaries to 
persons hired in Anti-Poverty 


programs to an amount not 
greater than 20% of their pre- 
vious income, or $2500 which 
ever is less, and restraining 
selections of employees to per- 
sons of good character and 
reputation, who are without re- 
cent convictions of crimes in- 
volving moral terpitude. Memo 
24 deals with volunteer workers, 
and specifically Board and 
Council members. This memo 
limits participation by volunteer 
workers to those of good char- 
acter and reputation, who are 
without recent convictions of 
crimes involving moral terpi- 
tude, 


EOC explains its rejection of 
the memos as stated above on 
the ground that they tend to 
defeat maximum feasible par- 
ticipation by disqualifing a large 
per centage of the people in the 
poverty area that are victims of 
social ills. As stated in a brief 
relating to the EOC position 
on memos 23 and 24 it was said, 
“Tt is because of these stan- 
dards of high calibre adminis- 
trative procedures for recruit- 
ment and the maximum involve- 
ment of the poor at decision- 
making levels that the EOC 
must firmly reject as being 
contrary to the aims of the 


Economic Opportunity Act parts 
of CAP Memo 23 and all of 
CAP Memo 24,”’ 

It seems that through some 
confusion as to the stand of the 
EOC the monies for the new 
program were released, Wash- 
ington apparently under the im- 
pression that the EOC had ab- 
andoned its rejection of the 
memos released the monies 
pending further negotiations of 
the memos, and on the condi- 
tion that the EOC comply with 
the rules as they presently 
exist, 

However, it was revealed by

A group of very unusual citi- 
zens marched to the San Fran- 
cisco County jail in San Bruno, 
California, Saturday in one of 
the most successful demonstra- 
tions of this kind known in the 
Hunters Point community’s his- 
tory. 

This group consisted of citi- 
zens from the Hunters Point- 
Bayview, Alice Griffith, and 
Sunnydale communities, Also 
included in the march were 
representatives from the var- 
ious organizational groups 
throughout the city and from 
each of the other Poverty 
Offices located in San Fran- 
cisco, 

The primary purpose of the 
march was to protest against 
the excessive sentences given 
to those people who were in- 
volved in the Auto Row Cadillac 
and Sheraton Palace laydown 
sit-in demonstrations in 1964, 
The actions of these demon- 
strators led to a number of 
minority people being hired as 
well as causing the creation of 


First signs of trouble with 
the union was reported from 
the Neighborhood Co-op a co- 
operative presently operating a 
supermarket in the Hunters 
Point Bayview area. Leonard 
Batts, President of the coopera- 
tive stated that he had agreed 
with a local project coordinator 
to accomodate the youth, by

The marchers left the Bay- 
view Community Center at 
about 9 a.m, Saturday morning; 
they arrived at the gates of the 
San Francisco County Jail at 
2:44 p.m, On arriving, the mar- 
chers were cheered by spec- 
tators who were expecting their 
arrival, 

The march, aS many will 
agree, was a big success, The 
march was publicized by all 
the news media throughout the 


gain working experiences inthe

There is no clear word as 
to what the union’s stand is at 
this date, but by reasonable 
interpretation it seems that they 
will not allow the youth to work 
in union shops unless they have 


had to walk approximately five 
miles in the rain, which was a 
good indication of how deter- 
mined they were to make the 
long march, 

On returning to San Fran- 
cisco, the marchers were given 
a party honoring their brave 
effort. 

The group would like to com- 
mend police escorts of San 
Francisco, Daly City, San Bruno 
and the California Highway Pa- 
trol for their detailed assis-. 
tance of the entire march,

bers that the Council is stand- 
ing on its original resolution to 
reject memos 23 and 24, not- 
withstanding the release of the

Washington having no know- 
ledge of this stand by the Coun- 
cil has released the monies 
under the belief that the Coun- 
cil was willing to make a con- 
cession on their differences, 

It is believed that once Wash- 
ington hears of this absolute 
refusal to comply, the funds 
will be withdrawn, and San 
Francisco may be left without 
an Anti-Poverty program,

When You Buy A Used Car 

The first thing to remember 
is that if you gamble when you 
buy a used car, you’ll probably 
lose! 

On-the-other-hand, the thing 
to decide is ... what kind of car 
you need: low cost? big car? 
long trips? just to drive to 
work? That is, decide before 
you look when YOU want to buy 
(year, body style, etc.) Find out 


-if that year and model was a 


‘good buy’ when it was new, 
Has the repair record been 
good for that year and model? 
If not--watch out, they never 


get better than they were. 


Don’t let a salesman talk you 
into the kind he wants you to 


; buy. Many will flatter you, only 


a sucker will fall for this, When 


» you find a car you think you 


like, get a good mechanic you 
trust to look at it with you, 
It’s worth even paying a small 
fee for this. 

If repairs are needed, get 
them done before you buy the 
car, 

If you can’t get a mechanic, 
look for yourself; x 

1) Ripples, bumps, grainy 
surfaces, or mismatching paint, 
along the body of the car, If 
there’s a lot of this, the car 
probably was in a Serious ac- 
cident, 

2) Doors, windows, trunk lids 
that don’t open and close easily, 
or have too much space between 
the edges. If they stick, maybe 
the car’s frame was damaged 
in an accident, 

3) Uneven tire wear. More 
than two inches free play in the 
wheel, A clunking noise when 
you shake the front wheels firm- 
ly. If you find any of these, 
the front end needs repairs, 

4) Sinking brake pedal, 
Brakes that grab or make the

The unreasonable sentences 
and fines that have been handed 
down by the Municipal Court 
are finding overwhelming op- 
position from many of thefree-

More than 200 people have 
received unreasonable jail 
terms, and unbearable finesfor 
exhibiting their commitment to 
justice and equlity, For mis- 
demeanors that would ordinarily 
draw suspended sentences from 
5 to 90 days, and fines from 
$29 to $220, The outstanding ex- 
ample of injustice was the sen- 
tence that was given to Dr, 
Thomas Burbridge of nine 
months, 

Fines totaling $13,289 are 
pending and must be paid, or 
jail terms will be lengthened, 

An association called FUNDS 
FOR JUSTICE has been created 
to raise the money needed for 
the payment of fines, The as- 
sociation asks all to demon- 
strate a commitment to justice 
and equality by making a con-

We’re picking 
our own leaders now!--He’s 
green with envy. THE PURPLE 
TOM - This is the middle 
class Tom, He isn’t a Tom be- 
cause he goes on the other side 
of town, and has tea, but the 


Know Your 


Welfare 
Rights! 


All people receiving AFDC, 
ATD, or OAS have the right to 
appeal to the State Department 
of Social Welfare if they are 
disatisfied with any action taken 
by the county welfare depart- 
ment, 

The state will investigate the 
complaint and, if requested, a 
hearing will be held to deter- 
mine whether or not the county 
was right in taking the action, 
If the state decides that the 
county was wrong then the 
county must change its action, 

The first step in any com- 
plaint is to talk the problem 
over with the social worker and, 
if necessary, the social work- 
er’s supervisor, If the problem 
is not resolved and you feel 
that you are being treated un- 
fairly you should make an ap- 
peal to the State Department of 
Social Welfare, The Depart- 
ment’s address in San Fran- 
cisco is 1407 Market Street, 

A letter sent to them or a 
visit in person will start an 
investigation of the case. Once 
a letter is received they are 
required to check into the situa- 
tion and return an answer,

District Organizer’s Report 


The Board has recently ac- 
quired new members as a re- 
sult of the Area Board Elec- 
tions that were recently held 
in the Hunters Point and Sun- 
nydale communities, 

John Dukes, President of the 
Board, speaking in behalf of the 
old Board members, introduced 
each newly elected member in- 
dividually and voiced the entire

The Board Committees re- 
ported, but due to the various 
activities throughout the week 
very few of the committees 
met.

Lastly, discussed at the meet- 
ing, John Dukes brought before 
the Board and the audience, 
probably the most talked about 
subject in the community today, 
‘‘whether the Poverty Program 
will continue in San Francisco 
or not’’, 

Some of the main items dis- 
cussed and specifically con- 
cerned about were (1) clarifi- 
cation of existing policies, such 
aS employee participation in 
political affairs and (2) the 
hiring of employees with res- 
pect to their character and the 
like, These two items are cen- 
tered around memos 23 and 24 
which is a part of the original 
rules and regulations sent down 
from Washington as a guide- 
line for the Anti-Poverty pro- 
gram in San Francisco, 

In essence, there seem to be 
some vague understanding as to 
the meaning of memos 23 and 
24 which states in part that no 
employee shall participate in 


any political activities on. 


E.O.C,’s time, nor shall em- 
ployees have previous crim- 
inal records or certain char- 
acter traits not in keeping with 
the programs’ policies, 

There seems to be some 
ambiguity in the original memo 
that was sent down from Wash- 
ington, In regards to the entire

Statement For Black. 
Power Adopted By 
S F NAACP 


At the Executive Board meet- 
ing of the San Francisco Branch 
of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People held July 12, 1966, the 
following statement for black 
power was adopted unan- 
imously: 

‘*Black Power, as we under- 

stand it, means the mobiliza- 

tion of the resources of Ne- 
groes to advance a common 
interest toward a free and 
democratic society. These 
strengths -- political, eco- 
nomic, educational, and mor- 
al -- employed in the effort 
to advance the cause of free- 
dom and equality of oppor- 
tunity for all -- the NAACP 
has long sought to mobilize. 

They have. come to focus in 

a broad civil rights move- 

ment of which the NAACPhas 

been and is a vital and pro- 
gressive part.”’ 

At the Membership Meeting of 
the SF NAACP branch, Mrs. 
Richard Barnes, Education 
Committee Chairman was auth- 
orized to go to Washington, 
D.C. to confer with officials in 
the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation, and Welfare, the Office 
of Education, and the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment, on the subject 
of non-compliance (through 
continued and proposed dis- 
crimination) of Title VI of the 
1964 Civil Rights Act and other 
laws by the San Francisco Uni- 
fied School District. 

A formal complaint to the 


Department of Housing and Ur- 


-ban Development to ask that 


approval be denied of the federal 
non-cash grant in aid credits 
for the city for the construc- 
tion. of the Diamond Heights 
elementary and high schools. 


Credits are not paid until the 


project is completed or is with- 
in three months of being com-' 
pleted. The SF NAACP feels 
that improvements should be 
made at Polytechnic High School 
and Mission and Balboa High 
Schools instead. Under Federal; 
regulations no credits would be, 
lost if the city did serve the 
children from Diamond Heights 
Renewal Project in this way. 
Projections of city and school- 
age populations s that de- 
creasing enrollménts have 
made obsolete the need for 
more classroom space in SF 
schools by several thousand 
seats by 1970. Further, because 
of inaccessibility by public and 
private transportation to Dia- 
mond Heights, the NAACP feels 
that these schools would be- 
come ‘‘elite’’ schools, thus wid- 
ening the gap between the rich 
and the poor. Mr. J. Larry 
Duncan, head of Intergroup Re- 
lations for HUD received the 
complaint. He stated that since 
these schools appear to violate 
specific state laws on site se- 
lection that the federal govern- 
ment would have to comply with 
such affirmative state rulings

Because of its timely and significant nature, we are here 
reprinting most of the comments on Black Power made by 
Jerome N, Sampson, Editor of the Bulletin of the California 
Foundation (#10 July-August issue): it 

‘Everyone but the naive knows that there are angry and 
embittered Negroes, north and south, who are fed up with 
promises and palaver and have reached the point of hating 
whites who have deceived them for more than a hundred 
years. These Negroes naturally intend to exclude whites from 
positions of leadership in their groups, and are also naturally 
dreaming about the working toward enclaves in which they have 
the power to do something about the problems which beset them. 

‘*But only the Hypocrites--whatever their color--believe 
that these militants will basically misuse their inalienable 
rights to work effectively for equality, justice and freedom. 

‘Sincere realists have always known that it takes strength 
and power to solve the nasty, nagging problems of the poverty 
oppressing black, brown and white human beings in our rural 
and urban ghettos. 

‘So the hassle about BLACK POWER, and what it means 
or portends, gets quickly down to the old problem of whose ox 
is gored. The powerless want power, because they finally 
understand that it takes big chunks of this to attain the good 
life. Those who are reluctant to share this with the poor are 
quick to oppose the slogan and to distort it.”’

WHO’S COOL 

The word ‘‘cool’’? is a colloquial expression that has 
become very popular in the English language within the past 
eight years or so. Its original meaning referred to being up 
on all the happenings and surrounded by girls (or boys) all 
the time. 

As time changes so do word meanings. Now ‘‘cool’’ has 
a more complex, more technical definition than it did before. 
Now it means, more or less, to know what’s happening, to be 
well liked by everyone that he or she comes into contact 
with, and to be recognized as an independent and self made 
person. 

I have referred to the corner-haunting drop-outs, that 
help to make trouble in the community, several times in some 
of my other articles. Now a question, do you like what they 
stand for? In most cases the answer would probably be em- 
phatically ‘‘NO!’’, because they stand for lazy, shiftless Negroes 
who are unwilling to do anything for themselves or their com- 
munity. If you were to tell one of them that they were not cool 
you would have to be prepared to defend your life. It is 
ironic that these guys and gals really think that they are cool, 

They think that they are cool because they can fight a 
little bit. Because of their wild hair-dos, the fact that they can 
raise a little bit more hell than most people care to raise. 
Because they have been into scrapes with the police, curse 
louder and more fluently than the average person, and have 
a ‘rap’’ that is supposedly ‘‘out of sight,’? (boss line), In 
their own little worlds they think that they are cool because 
they have these things. 

Now, what about the teenagers who are now inor have 
just completed high school? For the most part, they have good 
jobs, wear moderate hair styles, keep their cursing reasonably 
quiet, prefer not to fight, have never had any trouble with the 
police, and keep their hell raising confined to a dance floor. 
What are they, total squares? I don’t think so, and neither do 
most of the people who make up the majority of our great 
society. 

How can they be cool or soul-full if they have to bum 
cigarettes and quarters from every passer-by? Is it possible 
to be cool if they have a car but can’t go anywhere because 
they are not working and can’t afford gas money? They can 
not low-ride in a hog if it is sitting still! It may coast down 
the hill but how will they get it back up again. 

To keep one’s cool one must be independent of the club, 
the gang and the world. These people in question depend on 
the clubs, the gangs, and the world to provide the quarters, 
nickles, dimes, and cigarettes upon which they live from day 
to day. 

If they were cool they would have their own money to 
support their own pleasures. If they were cool in this way 
they would be respected, rather than rejected by society. 


‘They would then be their own man (or woman) rather than 


a photo-copy of the average Negro image for the past 100 
years. And they would live for themselves rather than for their 
daily hand outs. : 

Are they cool? I hope they can take a hint from this and 
other articles and ‘‘get hip!’’, Be Cool!

The large on-going anx- 
iety on the part of many seems 
to be part of the white middle- 
class lack of understanding the 
term “Black Power’’ or just 
their unwillingness to admit that 
most of today’s unrest is due 
0 white power, 

One comic moment came ear- 


ly during the review of a play , praisal of the youth and their, 
"honesty, courage and conviction 


one of the youths wrote. The 
author giving the play was at 
ease while interjecting dialogue 
which mainly led adults to 
snicker, This display of free ex- 
pression was soon cut, ‘the 
program must go on,’’ 


Intimidation was also often 
the order of the day for youth 
who had the courage to speak 
out. More then once the ‘nitty 
gritty’ was replaced by the 
more juvenile activities the 
program planners had in mind,

BAND has helped credit 
unions get chartered in three 
of its areas and is working on 
one in the Mission District,

in the neighborhoods in which 
they serve, In addition BAND 
has 20 part time employees, 
all of whom live in the neigh-

Friday August 29, 1966. A 
special meeting of all em- 
ployees of the Anti- Poverty 
program was held at the Ben- 
jamin Franklin Junior High 
Auditorium for the purpose of 
discussing plans for the estab- 
lishment of an Anti-Poverty 
Workers Association, and to 
elect representatives to send to 
Washington D.C. to represent 
indigenous workers in the pro- 
gram. 

The Mission Anti - Poverty 
Area apparently set the prece- 
dent for such a workers asso- 
ciation when the workers there 
organized a union out of oppo- 
sition to their supervisors. 

At this point it is not clear 
as to what the organizational 
structure of the workers as- 
sociation will be, but plans are 
being made to set up a struc- 
ture for the organization after 
the idea brought in from the 
Mission Area received sup- 
port from most of those pres- 
ent at the meeting. 

Several motions were made 
at the meeting, and carried by 
the body: 1. That each Anti- 
Poverty Area elect indigenous 
representatives to be sent to 
Washington to negotiate anti- 
poverty problems with the 
O.E.O, 2. That E.0.C. (Eco- 
nomic Opportunity Council pro- 
cure legal services to litigate 
all legal issues concerning dif- 
ferences with O,E,O, 38. That 
the target areas select a strat- 
egy committee to implement all 
motions carried. 4. That ar- 
rangements be made for E,O.E. 
Council to appear before em- 
ployees to answer questions 
concerning the program. 

Approximately 80 people 
were present at the meeting, 
each Anti-Poverty Area hav- 
ing a speaker or more. The 
Mission Area, Hunters Point 
Area, Central City Area, and 
the Western Addition Area had 
speakers committing their 


_areas to the support of the 


idea of the workers associa- 
tion, However, the China Town 
Area refused to commit itself 
to support of the idea pend- 
ing further study.

Crenshaw is assigned full- 
time to the Economic Oppor- 
tunity Council Area Office at 
Hunters Point, Roche has a 
desk and a phone at the EOC 
office in the Mission District, 
The program is now being ex- 
tended to the Chinatown Pover- 
ty Office, where Patrolman 
Donald Tong is being trainedas 
a combination job-finder and 
social worker, The program has 
noticeably helped community 
relations in its struggle to al- 
ter the ‘‘hate the cops” stereo- 
type among Negroes and poor 
whites, ; 

Each has placed about a hun- 
dred youngsters with arrest 
records, and each agrees that 
less than 10% have gone sour, 
Both Crenshaw and Roche agree 
that this is the police work for 
the future, In another genera- 
tion all policemen will be in. 
crime prevention.
